Automobile requirements for 
war purposes are far beyond any- 
thing dotiKHui'si in time (if peace. 
The great manufactories of 
Fnmee; Italy, Gennany and Great 
Britain have been belchinfr smokt 
24 hours a day to l\eep up the 
war supply, and from August 1, 
1914. to December 31. 1916, ex- 
ports to Europe from the United 
States toiuicd 71.(!;i!i cars, pas- 
senger and commercial, while 
18.887 went to Canada, 18,681 to 
Asia an ! other Oceania, (which 
includes Russia in Asia) 13,27o 
to British Oceania, (which in- 
cludes Australia and New Zeland ) 
the total to these four groups 
affected bs the war being IK'),- 
779 of a total exportation to all 
ooantries for the two yean and a 
half of 151,671, or about 77 per 
cent. It is interesting to note 
that exports of automobiles to 
the countries atfected by the 
war hear almost exactly the same 
proiwrtion total cxiwrts that 
our total exports of all commodi 
ties to the war-affected eoantries 
bear to the prand totii! of our 
exports for the past two-and-one- 
half years. 

Of course the life of an auto- 
mobile in the vicinity of the field 
of war is extremely short The 
weai' and tear !s tremendous, 
but that there will be a large 
■arplua of cars for disposal else- 
where following p^ace is not to 
be doubted. Mo x-over, they 
would doubtless al. pass assess- 
ment under a value of $2,000 
each, the class on which the 
Democrats reduced the duty of 
'J3 per cent. With the war mar- 
ket cut off and a few thousand of 
these smplu-; machines CMming 
in under ihe Demccratic law, it 
would not be long before the in- 
dustry in this country would be 
seriouly depressed. 

The Hongariai association is 

also contemplating increa.sed im- 
port duties on autos, and the 
adoption ot the American method 
of tiuantity production, a method 
which we have found possible of 
late bei ausi' of the inordinatede- 
mand for cars as a result of our 
war prosperity.

There is a very good reason 
why farm land cannot be ex 

pected to yield as much per 
acre this year as usual. In many 
sections of the ooontry it ia the 
practice of farmers to "summer 
fallow" their land every two or 
three years. That is, where a 
nan has 160 acres, he may have 
iftoot two>thirds of it in crop 

each year, while the rfiiiaindfr is 
plowed once or twice during the 
summer in order to restore fer- 
tility. Because of the high prices 
of the last two years, farmers 
have left little or none of their 
land to lie faUow, and its pro- 
ductiveness, per aera, is less than 
normal Increased acreage is 
the greatest hope of increased 
production, and ineraaaai a e ra - 
age depends chiefly upon incr;a.s 
farm help. If city people can de- 
vise some method of driving oor- 
er kMinc*n oat to the farms, 
they will help materially in pro- 
viding more and cheaper food.

Her talks on the values of cer- 
tain foods and how to buy to the 
greatest advantage, and what to 
serve in order to have what is 
called a "Balaaoad Bation." It 
la anaaing how noch to liwpart- 
ed that opens a world of interest 
and cordial endorsement on the 
part of pupUa and parents. The 
chikirm at once begin to talk in 
the home of what combinations 
of food are most nourishing and 
cheapest, and how to aam it in 
the mpet attiaetira way.' They 
are taught how to make a very 
little money do the largest good 
and conserve the health of the 
family by the simplest applica- 
tions of scientific art This 
teacher assists the girls in pre- 
paring nice and cheap and char- 
ming little dhiner parties. 

Her instruction in the simplest 
art of caring for the sick becom- 
es a revehition to them, and tells 
immediately in the sanitary con- 
ditions of themselves and the 
family. In a place especially 
like our town and county, where 
we have no biflmary or hospital 
and" no expert nurses, this teach- 
ing to the girls ia invaluable. 
The Phyaidana wHaaaa benefits 
from it that calls forth highest 
commendation from them. His 
skill is given a fairar opportunity 
and brings correaponding suc- 
cess. Wherraa without this 
knowledge on the part of, it may 
be. one young girl in the family, 
he would havaleat htopatlant, a 
mother, father, or the baby. 
This teacher gets the mothers to- 
gether and fires them with a new 
vision of what can be accom- 
plished by the eaalait kind of 
methods when one ia BMda to 
undantaad them. 

The co^ to nothiag ta thamar- 
velous advantages of such train- 
ing in even the rudiments of 
Scientific living. We cannot be- 
gin to mention all the linea of 
teaching and the improvement 
in the home and the whole com- 
munity Ufa.
